BOOKBINDINGS IN EMBROIDERY 


the ‘‘apparel oft proclaims the 

man,” so does the binding oft pro- 
claim the book. So it is with very 
early books. It seems to have been 
the custom with the Celtic saints 
to transcribe the Latin gospels, 
and these copies were treasured as holy relics, 
and were placed ia the care of hereditary 
custodians. The bindings were wooden, 
decorated with jewels in bosses and gilded 
copper, and in cases like that of the Book of 
Kells a shrine of gold was provided. The shrine 
for the Gospels of St. Columba is now in the 
Royal Irish Academy and is dated 1084, but 
part of it—the Jarge setting with crystals and 
pearls—is later. On the back is a brass plate 
covered with silver having a pattern of pierced 
crosses which shows a gilt plate. In monkish 
bindings leather stamped with patterns in 
blind (i.e., ungilt) was employed, as in the 
Winchester Domesdey Book of the twelfth 
century. 

In the fifteenth and,sixteenth centuries 
precious materials were used in the bind- 
ings of books. Some of those belonging to 
Henry VIII were in gold with enamel, others 
of velvet embroidered in coloured silks and 
decorated with pearls, or in satin. It is said 
of Queen Elizabeth that in her youth she 
embroidered covers for her books, and existing 
specimens in the British Museum and the 
Bodleian Library are credited to her. 
In her reign the first private libraries 
were formed by men _ like Robert 
Dudley, Earl of Leicester, and Henry 
Parker, Archbishop of Canterbury. 
The embroidering of covers for their 
favourite books was a pleasant occu- 
pation for ladies of the Elizabethan 
and Stuart periods, and many exqui- 
site specimens of their work still 
remain. In many instances these 
bindings possess an individuality and 
loving care in execution that seem to 
bring one into personal contact with 
the once fair fingers that are now dust. 
Sometimes there is left a clue to the 
embroideress. Thus, in a_psalter, 
London, 1642, a contemporary in- 
scription inside the cover runs,‘‘ Anne 
Parker, her Book, my Grandmother 
Chillcott’s work”; and_ below, 
‘Francis Bowyer, Her Book, Given 
me by my Grandmother Parker.’’ The 
cover is in petit-point, the upper 
containing the Stuart figure of Hope 
with anchor in a landscape with a 
river, trees and a flower; the lower, 
Faith holding an open book, with 
flowers on either side, a distant cot- 
tage, and grass, with a great cater- 
pillar. The back is in four panels, 
with a squirrel, cherries, a pansy and 
another flower. The head and hands 
are outlined in metal thread. Of fine 
colour and skilful design, this book 
is a notable example in the Exhibi- 
tion of English and Foreign Embroi-

the Caxton Head, opposite the British 
Museum. 


One of the earliest specimens there is a 
Robert Barker (London) Bible, 1607 (13in. by 
gin.). The cover is of extraordinary excellence 
in design and in beauty of colour, and shows 
great originality. In the upper part is ‘‘ The 
Temptation,” with the sun on the right and 
clouds on the left. From near these flow two 
arms of the River of Life, which meet near the 
middle of the composition and flow outwards 
to the lower angles, enclosing a lower subject 
the Tree of Life—with a unicorn, cony and 
flowers. In the river swim manv great fishes— 
with others, the dolphin and swordfish—and 
at the junction of the arms and on the banks 
arise curious rock-like features. In the back- 
ground are trees, flowers, birds, a lion, a stag, 
an elephant (?) and a dog. The binding is 
in superb condition and of excellent work- 
manship, the colour scheme of rich blues and 
greens with soft silver thread being equally 
fine. It is carried out in satin and purl 
stitches. The composition is framed in a 
border of lozenge pattern worked in silver with 
sequins, while below is a label with the in- 
scription, ‘‘ A. Dreame.”’ 

Another London Bible, 1650-51, with 
metrical psalter, is bound in cream satin and 
embroidered in satin stitch with the figure 
of a saint standing on a grassy mound within 
an oval, with sprays of flowers, birds, cater- 
pillars (the caterpillar was a device of Charles 1)

and sequins. At top and bottom the oval frame 
extends into sprays of pinks, strawberries, 
pansies and cornflowers. On the  sequin- 
sprinkled ground are caterpillars and flowers. 
The lower cover is similar, but not quite the 
same ; while the back is in five panels, contain- 
ing flowers. The fore-edge is painted with 
flowers under the gold. 

Very unusual technique in the embroidery 
of bindings is seen on a Bible, London, 1611. 
Upon a silver ground is a figure of Faith, in 
Early Stuart costume, holding an open book 
inscribed with her name and surrounded by 
large flowers and leaves, while above is a 
gigantic wasp. The lower cover shows a 
corresponding figure of Faith. ‘The back is 
decorated with four panels of flowers and 
fruit. The technique of the ornament and 
dress is, apparently, in tent-stitch in radiating 
slopes, showing an aperture, while the flesh 
is in satin. Of charming and simple design 
is the cover of a psalter, London, 1624. The 
chief feature is. a pink enclosed in an oval, 
from which at top and bottom proceed con- 
ventional leaves, in silver wire in relief, sprinkled 
with spangles. The back contains four quatre- 
foils, while the fore-edge is goffered and 
painted. Somewhat similar in composition 
is a London psalter of 1641, the central detail 
being a finch on a mound. These are extremely 
dainty. Another psalter of 1630, printed for 
the Stationers Company, has an 
unusual pattern of zigzags and pellets 
worked in gold and silver thread on 
an umber ground. Notable, too, is a 
quaint Elizabethan binding of a Bible 
London, 1509, and the ‘‘ Psalmes of 
David in Scot’s Meter,’’ Edinburgh 
1632, which may be Scottish. There 
is also a dos-d-dos binding in gre: 
satin worked with coloured and silve 
thread in flowers by the nuns of Litt! 
Gidding, on a London Bible (an 
Psalms) of 1630-33. 

Of foreign embroidered binding 
the Exhibition includes interestin 
French and Italian specimens of th 
eighteenth century, Dutch bindings « 
the seventeenth (one of which is in tt 
““ Chinese ”’ taste), an Early Flemis 
Girdle Book, and German specimen 
Among tthe silverwork is Daniel 
Cambridge Bible, 1648, bound in bli 
velvet, with two clasps, right corne 
pieces, two diamond-shaped plaque 
and chain for suspension, all of silv« 
and engraved with tulips, stars, th 
initials ‘‘M P” and the dates 167° 
1700. The Bible contains the name 
of Martha Pope, 1677, and_ othe 
members of that family, with sever 
entries of a family of Eives.

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THE 8 H.P. HUMBER 


HERE is not a little of the para- 

doxical about the way in which 

many of us choose our standpoints 

of criticism for a motor car. If it 

is an entirely new and unknown 
model by a newcomer to the ranks of the 
automobile industry the car is of special 
interest by virtue of its novelty. If it 
is a car by an old-established maker, then 
it is of interest by virtue of its ancestry 
and the traditions that it will have to 
satisfy and, presumably, to embellish. 
Both these interests are perfectly sound, 
and both are additional to that resting 
on the car’s individual character and 
performance, which, of course, is common 
to both cases. Of the two special interests, 
that of the Humber Eight is essentially of 
the second kind, for this is a car with a 
pride of ancestry that few can equal and 
none excel. ; 

Just which is the oldest firm in the 
British motor industry will always be 
something of a problem, for there are 
perfectly sound reasons for difference of 
opinion as to how and from when the 
beginnings of a particular concern should 
be dated: but, taking the broad view, 
one may trace the beginnings of Humber, 
Limited, from 1869, when Mr. Thomas 
Humber made his first cycle in a black- 
smith’s shop in Nottingham. It was in 
1895 that the first models of Humber cars 
made their timid if not particularly silent 
appearance, and in 1903 a 20 h.p. model, 
which was the first high-powered car 
to be fitted with a live axle, won the 
Graphic Trophy in the Gordon Bennet 
race. As this note is not intended as a 
history lesson, I must skip over the next 
decade and be content with a reference 
to the Humberette that made its debut 
in 1913 and helped to make the light car 
movement until its manufacture was 
discarded for that of sterner things in 
1915. This car had a two-cylinder engine, 
with either air or water cooling, and a 
conventional transmission and chassis lay- 
out in which it differed drastically from 


~~ 


BS 
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most of the “‘ cyclecars’’ that were then 
trying ineffectively to establish a_per- 
manent demand and market. Both in 
performance and in _ construction this 
Humberette was ahead of anything else 
of its class, and it has been a continued 
source of regret to all admirers of the 
ultra-simple and low-priced economy car 
that it has disappeared from the makers’ 
programme. Between this Humberette 
and the present 8 h.p. miniature four 
model the relationship is solely that of 
family. 

The new model, which made _ its 
debut just over a year ago, belongs to a 
very much higher class than that repre- 
sented by its predecessor, quite apart 
from the natural advance in design and 
the inevitable difference of cost that one 
would expect to result in the pregnant 
decade that ended with this year’s Motor 
Show. In 1914 the two-cylinder air-cooled 
Humberette with a two-seater body that 
was good enough for those days, but which 
would not be considered seriously by the 
most impecunious purchaser of to-day, 
without electric lighting or starting and 
with fixed wheels, was priced at £135. 
In 1924 the 8 h.p. Humber, with a two- 
seater or occasional-four body good enough 
for anyone, with electric lighting and 
starting—and detachable wheels, of course 
—costs £250: the car may almost be 
described as representing a compromise 
between the Humber Ten of 1914 (which, 
without the modern side curtains for the 
hood, cost £280) and the Humberette. 


THE ENGINE. 

There are three cars at present in 
the Humber range, and, with the exception 
of dimensions, the engines of all are essen- 
tially the same in design, though the two 
smaller models—the 8 h.p. and the 11.4 h.p. 
—have engine and gear-box as a single 
unit, while the 15.9 h.p. model has them 
separate. The four cylinders, of which 
the dimensions in the case of the 8 h.p. 
model are 56mm. by lIoomm. (985C.c.),

while the exhaust valves occupy the 
ordinary side-by-side position on the near- 
side of the cylinder block. Access to 
them and to the inlet valve tappets is 
obtained through an aluminium cover 
plate, held in position by a single and 
accessible star-headed nut. The cylinder 
block is bolted to the single piece aluminium 
crank case, which is extended rearwars 
to form the clutch pit, and carries, bolted 
up to its rear face, the gear-box. A detac! 
able plate forms the base of the crank case 
and affords the only means of access to 
the interior, and, of course, acts as the base 
of the oil sump. Lubrication of the cran! 
shaft bearings is under pressure. 

As may be seen from the illustratio 
depicting the near-side of the engin 
ignition on the car I tried was by di 
tributor and coil, but magneto is m 
available to the choice of the customer 
no extra cost. When fitted, the magne 
is mounted above the dynamotor (t

If any readé 
would care for a word of advice as to whic 
to choose, I would recommend the batter 
and coil for the latitude it gives in ignitio! 
control and its promise of easier starting 
are quite real virtues. On the other hand, 
I think this system ought to be accompanied 
by some reduction in price as compared 
with the magneto fitted to an otherwise

present in any case to satisfy the demands 
of lighting and starting. 

While on the subject of electric 
equipment, a word may be given to the 
Lucas dynamotor with which this car is 
fitted. It is most efficient and entirely 
silent in its starting action, and proved 
itself capable of spinning the engine round 
at a very pleasant speed when everything 
was stone cold. The fact that the dyna- 
motor shaft is always in engagement with 
the crank-shaft of the engine avoids the 
crash and bang that usually accompany 
the insertion of the Bendix pinion, and 
it is possible to start up this Humber 
engine so that anyone standing a dozen 
vards away would not know when the 
starter switch was depressed or when 
the engine began to fire. Another com- 
mendable and, if not unique, at least very 
rare feature about this Humber, among 
cars of its class and price, is its possession 
of five lamps—for there are two real head 
lamps and two side lamps, with no attempt 
at making two lamps do the work of four. 

On the off-side of the engine are 
the sparking plugs—no more inaccessibly 
placed than is usual on engines of this size 
with any overhead valve gear—and the 
Cox Atmos carburettor, to the efficiency 
and air strangler of which may be attributed 
in no small measure one of the two 
or three unique assets that belong to the 
car. This particular asset is that the engine 
can be started on any ordinary morning 

most of my “ ordinary mornings’ saw 
the ground covered with a useful layer of 
frost—without previous raising of the 
bonnet for flooding of the carburettor or 
any other simple preparation for an easy 
start. This important and_ valuable 
attribute is due to three things: the power 
of the dynamotor, the efficiency of the car- 
burettor and the battery and coil ignition 
system, of which, in view of the speed 
at which the dynamotor turns’ the 
engine, the last is probably the least 
important. 

Transmission is through a leather-faced 
cone clutch, a three-speed gear-box and 
an open propeller shaft, with a universal 
joint at either end to a spiral-bevel driven 
rear axle, and in the transmission system 
is to be found another of the unique 
assets of this car. The gear change is the 
easiest I have ever experienced among 
sliding pinion gear-boxes. Just how easy 
it is can only be properly appreciated 
after actual trial, but as an illustration of 
what can be done with little more than a 
touch of the fingers on the lever I will 
venture to expose one of my car testing 
methods when the vehicle promises to 
satisfy the test. One can generally tell 
how far one may go in any particular 
respect with a car, and when one can 
negotiate the maze of Piccadilly traffic by 
gear changing alone and without touching 
the clutch except after a definite stoppage,

exceptional gear change. And this is 
what can be done quite easily with this 
Humber Eight. Of course, gear changing 
without declutching is possible with most 
cars, but it is not so easy as to “‘ come 
natural like ’’ as it does on this car. 
MERITS AND FAULTS IN CON- 
TROLLABILITY. 

Another strong feature of the car is 
the lightness of its worm-and-wheel- 
steering, and, perhaps this was the point 
about the Humber Eight that impressed 
me most. I took over this car imme- 
diately from the driving seat of another 


car of approximately the same size and. 


power, and never have I been more struck 
by the differences that can exist between 
cars that may superficially appear much 
the same. And yet, strangely enough, it 
is a feature of the Humber that, in its 
functioning is connected closely with the 
steering that I am inclined to criticise 
most strongly and unfavourably. Whereas 
lightness of steering is, up to a point that 
is not passed in this car, entirely commend- 
able, the same cannot be said of lightness 
of springing. And so, while the extra 
lightness of Humber steering was an 


altogether welcome change after that of 
the car I had just left, the very opposite 
applied to the lightness of its springing. 
the semi-elliptic springs in the

rear and the quarter-elliptics in front—in 
themselves an unusual combination, though, 
of course, not bad on that account—are 
altogether too flexible. 

On a rough road the car bounces and 
sways most disconcertingly, and a very 
good road indeed is required for the 
enjoyment of a fair degree of comfort. 
The ease of control and the “ roadability ”’ 
promised by the excellence of the steering are 
negatived by the nature of the suspension, 
and the point is one that emphatically 
requires the careful attention of the 
makers. Shock-absorbers, stiffly adjusted, 
would certainly effect some improvement, 
but the cure ought to be rooted more 
deeply than that. Significantly enough, the 
load in the car made very little difference 
to its mode of travel. 

Both hand and foot brakes are of the 
external contracting type, the former 
operating on the rear wheel drums and the 
latter on the transmission just aft of the 
gear-box. Both sets were satisfactory in 
power and action, but the hand brake 
lever is not so easy of access in emergency 
as it might be—the illustration of the 
interior of the car shows the lever in the 
off position and the apparently easy and 
direct pull-up action looks better than it is, 
but the knob of the lever is apt to be 
fouled by that of the gear lever when 
sought in a hurry. 


BODYWORK AND EQUIPMENT. 

When first introduced, the Humber 
Eight was fitted with an “ occasional 
four’’ or “‘chummy”’ body, of which the 
rear compartment was wisely restricted 
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in space, but—not so wisely—was re ered 
difficult of ingress. This fault has now 
been eliminated and, also, another t: of 
body is available at the standard p : of

Both bodies are supplied with ide 
curtains—though, of course, these do not 
benefit the poor occupant of the dicky «at 
which is about normal in its accomm:da- 
tion—and these may be used without the 
hood on either model. By the use of the 
side curtains the occasional four is, of 
course, converted into a_totally-enclosed 
weather-proof car, and the double wind- 
screen with a wiper is a luxury that one 
seldom finds on £250 cars. The Lucas 
bulb horn is mounted under the bonnet, and 
on the instrument board is a speedometer 
(of American manufacture !), switchboard 
for the lamps, engine starter push switch, 
engine switch consisting of a 
key that, in the case of battery 
ignition, may be removed 
entirely, so rendering the car 
thief-proof, oil indicator and 
petrol tank filler. Is there a 
worse place for mounting the 
filler of the fuel tank ? Person- 
ally, I always think not; but 
that is a matter of opinion, 
perhaps. 





Detail finish in every re- 
spect is of genuine Humber 
standard, which is adequate 
guarantee of its quality, and 
the tool accommodation is 
ingenious.

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with smaller engines than this Humber 
8 h.p., that can show a slightly better turn 
of speed both on the level and on hills, but 
none can excel this car and its power unit 
in their general sweetness and silence of 
running. And there is something to be 
noted in this combination of power unit 
and complete car. Too often the mistake 
is made by designers of thinking that the 
performance of the engine is the perform- 
ance of the car, but nothing is farther 
from the truth. Not only does this engine 
run smoothly and silently under all but 
extreme conditions—that is when “all 
out ’’—but the transmission fits it perfectly, 
being just as silent and just as smooth. 
The bodywork is comfortable, judged by 
small car standards, and, but for that 
weakness of the springing already referred 
to, the Humber Eight would be a _har- 
monious assembly of the best components. 

The power capacity of the engine is 
rather more than adequate for all demands. 
Giving a maximum speed of very near 
to 47 m.p.h., and sweet running all the 
time, it endows the car with a really 


notable liveliness and flexibility on all 
gears. In the sense of engine qualities 


only, perhaps the liveliness of the car is 
even more noticeable than any other; 
but, taking the car as a whole, refinement 
must be given first place. Hill climbing 
is very fair, though it occurred to me that a 
rather lower second gear ratio than that 
fitted (8.6 to 1) might be a welcome 
improvement, even though it would reduce 
the speed of the car on those hills that 
were just beyond the capacity of its top 
gear (4.9 to 1) ; the lowest ratio (17.1 to 1) 
is, of course, safe for practically any hill. 
For the essence of refined and econ- 
omical service the motorist will have to 
search hard for anything better than this 
little car. He may get economy to greater 
degree, perhaps, in a much lighter car— 
this Humber can be relied on for 40 m.p.g. 
and he may get greater comfort and 
refinement in a much bigger car. But the 
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combination here offered him is probably 
unique.

“The Importance of Correct 


Lubrication.” 


HE attention that has been, and is 
being, devoted to the quality and 
quantity of fuel supplied to the 
private motorist through the petrol pump 
is directing his attention to an aspect of 
the running of his car that, in my opinion, 
is of but secondary importance when 
compared with another that never receives 
such extensive publicity. While it is very 
seldom that fuel is bought in the ordinary 
way of such inferior quality as to affect 
adversely the running and behaviour of 
the car, very often indeed the ordinary car 
user will find himself let down by the 
purchase of inferior lubricating oil; and it 
is much easier to detect trouble arising 
from poor quality fuel than it is to 
place, definitely, the blame for un- 
satisfactory running which arises solely 
from the indifferent quality of lubri- 
cating oil. 

I have chosen as the heading for this 
article the title of a little booklet published 
by a well known oil refiner and already 
reviewed in these pages. If all motorists 
were to obtain a copy of this booklet, 
many of them would be — surprised 
indeed at the information they would 
gather and the definite demonstration 
there given of the importance of the proper 
lubrication of an internal combustion 
engine. Because an engine does not show 
any sign of distress immediately when it 
is supplied with unsatisfactory oil the 
actual cause of some of the innumerable 
troubles that may arise is very baffling 
as to definite location. It is seldom that 
an engine is allowed to run absolutely 
dry of oil before its sump is replenished. 
Therefore, the inferior oil that may be 
added is beneficially diluted by some of 
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approximately correct quality remaii 
in the engine, and it is only when so m: 
of the inferior stuff has been added as 
drown the satisfactory lubricant that \ \s 
there that harshness of running, lac! 

power, in some cases increased fuel \ 

sumption and in others loss of such qu: i- 
ties as flexibility and acceleration b: «ii 
to make themselves noticed.

If such trouble arises, the 
remedy is, fortunately, simple, provided 
that the oil has not been used long enoug) 
to cause interior injury. It consists in 
emptying away all traces of the oil, 
washing out the engine thoroughly with 
paraffin, and filling it up with a lubricant 
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that is known to be_ reliable’ and 
satisfactory.

HE season has crystallised, aimost 

beyond the highest expectations, 

the vogue for introducing fur on

Originality also 
characterises the cuffs, the fur there 
occurring beneath to form a cuff in con- 
junction with the cloth and so repeating 
the idea at the hem. In fact, every 
detail of the model is arresting, the whole 
expressing the epitome of simplicity 
wrought under the finest sartorial auspices. 

And the millinery at this establish- 
ment is equally individual, Isobel favouring 
the small hat, and the variety brought to 
bear on these is amazing. The closest 
consideration is given to the various types 
of wide and narrow faces, an important 
factor in a close-fitting chapeau. The 
example designed to accompany the coat 
and skirt is of beaver-coloured velvet, the 
hall-mark of handwork denoting the skill 
of a trained artist. 

The obsession that obtains for metal 
on evening foi/ettes is testified to in every 
direction. But Isobel takes her own 
particular line of country where these 
are concerned, not only in exclusive 
materials, but unusual colourings. Thus, a 
cinnamon Georgette is embroidered in 
silver in a close small design so as to leave 
narrow lines of the plain Georgette that 
look like delicate inset bands. A fabric 
obviously devised to meet some individual 
fashioning, and on this there comes a 
trimming of real mink and a sash of the 
Georgette, the ends weighted by a deep 
bead fringe toned to the general scheme. 

Very beautiful, and perfection for a 
gvande dame with silvering hair, is a 
petunia and silver brocade arranged with 
the new flat front draperies outlined by 
petunia chiffon velvet, a deep folded 
sash of the latter appearing at the back, 
together with long stole ends of the 
brocade, lined with velvet, that sweep the 
ground. And this, of course, is just to 
skim the surface of the covetable creations 
to be seen at the house of Isobel. 

For afternoon wear there is a decided 
revival in favour of crépe de Chine in 
rather bright colours, such as Persian red, 
tomato, olive green and an autumn leaf 
brown that is almost old gold. Worn 
beneath some heavy fur wrap of sombre 
hue the effect afforded by these dresses 
when the outer covering is thrown open 
is most arresting. They are quiet, simply 
made gowns for the most part, one notable 
example in the above-mentioned golden 
brown boasting a wide fine flat-pleated 
apron tunic tied round the waist by a 
narrow sash band, the bodice, cut in a 
deep narrow oval in front, being filled in 
by a chemisette of the same small pleats, 
the long tight sleeves falling into wrinkles 
just below the elbow and finishing with a 
flat curved cuff to fall over the hand.

Blind women 
have not the claim which the cause of their injury gives to St. Dunstan’s 
men, but the loss of sight is always pitiable, and no small charity helps 
them more efficiently than the Barclay Workshop for Blind Women, 21, 
Crawford Street (Baker Street, W.1.). Funds are needed here, but 
purchasers for excellent hand-woven materials and knitted garments 
at remarkably low prices are even mor® welcome. 


COMMEMORATION AND BENEVOLENCE. 


Christmas Day, when giving delight to one’s own children is the 
happiest feature of the happy festival, turns our thoughts irresistibly 
to the needs of children who are not so happy, and to the societies which 
make it their business to look after their welfare. "The Waifs and Strays 
Society, Old Town Hall, Kennington Road, S.E.11, will make good 
use of the smallest or largest donations in buying happiness for the 
little ones.

If, at the age of thirty next birthday, 
such a man effects a policy to cover the maximum amount, he has only 
to pay £59 14s. yearly during his lifetime, and at his death the full 
amount of the death duties will be paid to the Revenue Authorities, 
the balance going to increase his estate.
